11780, Aug 30 at 0110, RNA is on tonight unlike last night, 
VG signal but no spurs; 6180 still off. Whatever became of their big 
DRM plans after last year’s successful tests of low power but high 
gain? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CANADA. 1010, Aug 29 at 0615 UT, °‘News-talk 10-10, Toronto’* ID, 
i.e. CFRB, the MW subsidiary of CFRX. Dominating the CCI; checking 
whether WJXL FL would rule again: no, even if still beaming west.

Fanzine Facebook page for my reception of Radio Congo. In the next 
days I'll check if the broadcast in French (at 1800 they air a long 
news bulletin) on 6115 kHz matches with Radio Congo which I can 
receive here by satellite. My log will appear in DX Fanzine No. 108 
(the shortwave bulletin for which I am the editor) which will be sent 
out in a couple of days. Regards. Antonello Napolitano’ °* 


*“*Manuel Méndez, Lugo, Spain: Radio Congo 6115, on air right now, 
1810, 30-08, French, very weak here in Reinante, NW of Spain. Signal 
cut off abruptly at 1824°° 


“Hear if it’s on in the morning. WRTH 2022 said 6115 50 kW 0500-1900 
(irreg.); National Network on FM, 0430-2300 with English news at 1900 
(approx.) Nikkei Japan should not be propagating that early. France in 
DRM after 0600. Glenn’ ° 


““Manuel Méndez, Lugo, Spain: Hi Glenn, I have been testing early in 
the morning for the last three days, from 0445 and later and no 
signal, no audio, no carrier at this time. In the past when it was 
previously active, I've heard it many times around 0500. Best 73,s°° 


““Hi Manuel, After seeing your WOR iog timely posting about the 
reactivation of Radio Congo, I checked 6115 on Aug 29, between 0515 to 
0600 UT, but as you also found, no carrier heard at all. Believe that 
last time I heard them, they started about 0520? Brazzaville local 
sunrise currently is about 0458 UT. Japan currently is not being heard 
on 6115 till much later. Back in 2016, Congo certainly was being heard 
in August here in Calif.:

6060, Aug 27 at 0621, only RHC English still on, S9+20 
undermodulated. 5040 still on with Spanish, music. Something's always 
wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CUBA. 13680, Aug 27 at 2215. RHC Spanish S6/S7 but suptorted = 
suppressed and distorted modulation; something's always wrong at RHC. 
But 13740 is VG S9 with normal mod (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15140, Sunday Aug 28 at 1412, RHC S9+10 but suptorted as 
“Mundo de la Filatelia’ is starting. Still good on 13700 but 
spurblobless.

Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x EAST TURKISTAN [and non]. 7265, Aug 30 at 1835 first noted as 
splash against 7255 tuned at Canary SDR for absent Nigeria: VG 
$9+10/20 of really neat Chinese folk/romantic songs, a couple brief 
announcements sound slightly Slavic, and Bulgarian is scheduled at 
1830-1900 only via Urumqi, land of imperialist ChiCom genocide against 


Uyghurs and other Moslems. So another language service replaced by 
music. 1855 closing announcement to 1857* uncovering BBC in English 
via MADAGASCAR scheduled 1700-2000 but not a trace of it while CRI was 
on (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x EGYPT [and non]. 9440, Aug 27 at 2118 into UTwente, no signal from 
R. Cairo in English, nor after 2200. When on, it’s horrible. 


9900, Aug 27 at 2220 direct, S2/S5 with large wobble/warble of 
frequency, presumed R. Cairo Portuguese to Brasil as scheduled. But at 
2236 into UTwente, steady no w/w but just barely modulated on 

9899 .957+. At 2300 a close-to-accurate timesignal is audible. Goes off 
at 2316* leaving a weaker signal close to 9900.000+. That would be the 
China/Taiwan radio war. Cairo PP service is scheduled 2215-2330; and 
next, 2330- in Arabic on 9885, but nothing heard there. Something's 
always egregious in Egypt (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk EGYPT 9439.995, Aug 29 at 2157, no signal from R. Cairo into 
Maryland SDR, nor later on UTwente check. Something's always egregious 
in Egypt (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx EGYPT. 9440, Aug 30 at 2134, JBA carrier direct from R. Cairo, far 
too weak to evaluate modulation quality, but I bet we can guess: 
egregious. 


9439.994, Aug 31 at 2124, R. Cairo S8/9+5 into Maryland SDR, but JBM 
presumed English, with whine; probably was blasting into UTwente 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk KIRITIMATI. 846 kHz, Aug 31 at 0632, JBA but considerable carrier 
has to be R. Kiribati, London; amid 9-kHz-step bandscan of entire MW, 
this is the only signal: still too late for Eurafrica and/or no 

higher-latitude propagation. WRTH suggests the power of RK is 10 kW. 


For this season, I remind everyone that this part of far-flung 
Kiribati is so far east that it’s at similar longitude to Hawaii, even 
tho local time is UT +14! on the west side of the flexible dateline 
instead of UT -10.

But for **London’* it shows the long. as 
1157-46-48 EAST which is way wrong, really per further research:

But above gaisma info is still one hour wrong! Perhaps confused by 
non-existent DST. This reference has it right:

846 signal eastward should start propagating somewhat before then. 
BTW, I may never have pulled any modulation from this, let alone an 
ID. I believe those on west coast who get it even more easily have 
noted deficient modulation levels. It would be interesting to sit on 
846 and note when carrier first appear. 


As sunrises laten in Europe, those could confuse things: except the 
greatest European is 3 kW from Ireland per WRTH; beyond that, 100 kW 
in RSA, 20 in Saudi, 50 in Iran, 20 in UAE, most likely beyond sunrise 
earlier. Later in our nights, of course, there will be plenty of other 
Pacificasians propagable on 846, so DXing this ASAP is advisable. 


Those capable of DFing, which you can’t do with fixed antennas no 
matter how high-gain and fancy, obviously, rather than a plain old 
loop or ferrite DX-398, might find 846 more interesting as a pilot to 
upcoming DU DX condx. From Enid it’s about 253 degrees at 4500 miles, 
while Sydney far beyond is close to same angle, about 250. Thus the 
846 signal should null about 163/343. This could also help 
differentiate it from any possible Trans-Atlantic signals, and 
certainly from east Asians (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk NIGERIA. 7255-, Aug 25 at 0632, no signal from VON. On Aug 24 Joe 
Ihnat and Jorge Freitas were reporting this on air unusually in local 
evening, 1738-1808* instead of 11770-. 


7254.935, today Aug 25 am hearing VON on 7255 minus 66/67 Hz into 
Canary SDR, 1800 news about Nigeria in English, still past 1815. S7/S9 
and noisy, nearest storms in Morocco, also Mauritania, Mali. No QRM. 
Well before sundown at receiver, but after SS in Nigeria. Nowhere near 
the blasting signal we would get at 0600 when active. 

The YL newscaster at first was much easier to understand than the 
later speakers. I kept listening but could not really follow the 
content. S/N did not improve as the hour went on. At 1830 it was the 
Dir-Gen of NBC? plugging the various platforms of VON but unsure if he 
included SW. After 1830 there was some 2adjacent QRM from 7265 which 
would be CRI Urumqi in Bulgarian, or music. No problem from RRI DRM on 
7240-7250. VON chopped off the air abruptly at 1846*. Recheck at 1915 
now 7255 bears $9+15/25 of CRI Tuerkiyish from Kunming (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WORLD OF RADIO 2153) 


xx NIGERIA. 7255-, Aug 26 at 0627, VON is gone again. Nor any signal 
into Canary SDR at 1709; nor 11770- with something in Chinese. With my 
yesterday's report I meant to add: had not axually been able to listen 


to VON in English for longtime: sounds well-produced so it’s a shame 
they make it so hard to hear (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x NIGERIA [and non]. 7254.9+, Aug 27 at 0616, VON is on again, S9/+10 
direct, undermodulated Hausa. At 1655 into Canary SDR, 7255- is on but 
VP S5 vs S7 storm crashes, 1700 ID and news, SAM frequency as 
7254.9335v. 1804 recheck, now much better at S9/+10, news mostly 
readable. 1810 program ID as °’Africa Hour** so continental content. 
1825 about desertification. 1832 plugs various apps for reaching VON. 
1848 about economy, but modulation stops, then fades back up, studio 
error? Much depends on how heavy the accent of various voices: the 
anchorette is bestte, sorta mid-Atlantic. I guess Nigerians can cope 
with English variously accented depending on the original native 
language. 


Nigeria is now the only African country even attempting an external SW 
service in English, so VON should be valued, treasured - disregarding 
egregious Egypt. And also dissing gospel huxters originating or 
relaying. Plus disregarding various ‘target’ broadcasts into Africa. 


Signal into Canary should be much better if it’s really 250 kW aimed 
moreorless thataway. At 1852, UTwente gets nothing usable, just DRM? 
noise but does lock onto 7254.934. No DRM EiBi listed closer than 7245 
RRI Saftica at 18-19. 


Back to Canary, hit *1857 by on-frequency 7255.0 big carrier as she is 
upwrapping Africa Hour. 1858 drum & flute IS still audible under it. 
1900 CRI theme for Turkish hour from far Kunming, now with horrible 
low het, both unusable as VON presumably goes into Fulfulde as 
scheduled 1900-2000 on 11770 like preceding English was supposed? to 
be as in Aoki. At UTwente, Turkish clear with no QRM. BTW, current 
EiBi lists nothing for VON (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x NIGERIA [and non]. 7254.9+, Aug 28 at 0616, VON is on at S9/+10 but 
undermodulated. Wolfgang Buschel was simulmonitoring: 


“*7254.934, Today Sun Aug 28 only empty carrier on air, when checked 
at 0610 UT in NoAM, like Rochester-NY and Massachusetts remote SDR's. 
S=8 at peaks, regular S=/ signal these days at this hour. At 06-07 UT 
Hausa lang px is scheduled. Now around 0625 UT some WeAF folk mx 
instrument to be heard, BUT ONLY 5 % modulation level, I'd to switch 
off the AGC control and set the audio level manually.
